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Introduction 


Facts and Figures for 1920 is the annual compilation of statistics 
concerning the motor vehicle industry for the previous twelve months. 
Figures for this volume have been compiled from Government sources, 
research bureaus, the trade press and questionnaires to the various com- 
panies. Credit is given to the different sources of information. 


‘‘First among finished products’’ is the position of the motor 
vehicle industry in the nation’s business. At the same time it is one 
of the basic industries. The motor car is the new transit power of the 
country, to which the time of the individual and the handling of short 
haul freight has been attuned. From a comparative toy or novelty it has 
become a necessity, as evidenced by tabulation of its users as presented 
herein. Nearly one-third of the output is used in agriculture. 


Graphic charts and illustrations have been emphasized in the 
present edition so the reader may see the most significant facts at a 
glance. A table of contents by general subjects will be found on the 
inside cover, and a detailed index is printed in the rear of the book.

While motor vehicles have increased 1,313,380 during the past year, 
the total number of horses has decreased from 21,555,000 to 21,482,000. 
Tt requires five acres to feed a horse. The replacement of motor power 
for the remaining animal power would release for food purposes over 
100,000,000 acres or nearly the total corn acreage in the United States 
(107,494,000).

States Department of Agriculture in 
connection with the investigation of 
the use of motor trucks by farmers in- 
dicate that the rate at which eastern 
farmers have been adding motor trucks 
to their farm equipment has increased 
rapidly during the last three years. 
Reports gathered by the Office of Farm 
Management from approximately a 
thousand farmer truck owners in the 
New England States, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Delaware and 
Maryland during January and Febru- 
ary, show that at that time over 80 
per cent had owned their machines 
‘less than three years. The length of 
time 955 of these men had owned their 
machines is as follows: Less than one 
year, 373; more than one year but less 


than two, 237; more than two years 
but less than three, 181; more than 
three years but less than four, 86; 
more than four years but less than five, 
37; more than five years, 41. 

These reports were all from farmers 
who had purchased new trucks for 
their individual use. Reports on sec- 
ond-hand machines and on truck at- 
tachments for passenger cars, as well as 
trucks used primarily for custom work 
on regularly established routes, were 
not included in the count. While it is 
impossible to determine just how many 
of the trucks which have been in use 
only cne or two years were purchased 
to replace other trucks, worn out or 
discarded, it is known that a large 
percentage of the reports covers first 
experience with trucks.

Proposed National Highway System 
(See map on opposite page) 
Approximately 30,000 miles of dura- 


ble highways will be constructed and 
maintained by the national govern- 
ment if the Townsend measure be- 
comes a law. The bill proposes a na- 
tional system consisting of one per 
cent of the total] mileage of highways 
in each state, save where insufficient 
to provide two main highways. States 
which have constructed such roads in 


whole or in part receive compensation 
in the form of additional mileage, and 
state highway departments are utilized 
for all of the work where efficient. The 
principles of the measure have been 
endorsed by every unit of the auto- 
mobile industry, as well as by the 
National Grange, Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, and numer- 
ous other bodies. 
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Uniform State Laws for Motor Vehicles 
A Discussion of the Need of and Movement Toward This End 


While motor vehicle production has 
been leaping forward by hundreds of 
thousands annually and motor vehicle 
transportation has been entering all 
fields of human activity, State laws, 
touching upon every conceivable phase 
of the manufacture, sale and use of 
the motor vehicle have also been in- 
creasing at a prodigious rate. 


Notwithstanding the enormous vol- 
ume and varied character of this leg- 
islation, it can, however, with little ex- 
ception, be grouped under the follow- 
ing broad heads: 


Fees and licenses for privilege 
of operating motor vehicles on the 
public highways. 


Fees and licenses for the privi- 
lege of engaging in business con- 
nected with the motor vehicle. 


Requirements as to the amount 
and character of the equipment of 
motor vehicles. 


Restrictions as to size and 
weight of motor vehicles. 


Regulations as to the operation 
of motor vehicles on the highways. 


Around these subjects the bulk of 
the motor vehicle laws of the various 
States is built, but the structures 
reared by one State are totally differ- 
ent from those of another. How great 


and vital these differences are can only ° 


be realized by contrasting the laws of 
several States dealing with a few of 
the general topics enumerated. 


Differences in State Laws 


In the matter of annual registration 
fees upon commercial motor vehicles, 
for instance, Massachusetts charges 
$10 for a truck with a carrying ca- 
pacity of one ton or less and $10 per 
ton or fraction thereof for each addi- 
tional ton. Maryland, on the other 
hand, charges for trucks $20 per ton 
of rated carrying capacity up to three 
tons; $100 for four tons, and $150 for 
five tons. 

Although many States have not as 
yet placed any restrictions upon the 


sizes and weights of motor vehicles 
permitted to operate on the highways 
without special permits, each succeed- 
ing year finds more of them passing 
laws on these subjects, and here, too, 
great divergencies occur. New Jersey 
limits the length of a motor vehicle to 
26 feet 6 inches, its width to 92 inches 
and its height to 12 feet 2 inches. 
Pennsylvania, on the other hand, al- 
lows a vehicular unit to be 28 feet 
long, but restricts its width to 90 
inches. Delaware permits a width of 
96 inches, while Texas, on the other 
hand, places the width limit at 84 
inches. The weight limitations are 
even more diversified. California al- 
lows a gross weight of 30,000 pounds 
for a four-wheeled vehicle, with 800 
pounds as a maximum per inch width 
of. tire. South Carolina, on the other 
hand, has just passed a law requiring 
special permits to operate more than 
a “four-ton truck,” and authorizes the 
State Highway Commission to pre- 
scribe the weight per square inch of 
the bearing surface of tire which may 
so operate. 


As a last illustration of the variety 
of State Motor Vehicle Laws the regu- 
lations governing the operation of mo- 
tor vehicles might be cited. The end- 
less variety Of rules dealing with speed, 
lights, stops, turns, signals and what 
not, are all too familiar, however, to 
motorists to need recitation or illustra- 
tion here. 


These variations in the motor ve- 
hicle laws of the various States have 
serious consequences; serious not 
alone to motor vehicles, but aiso to 
the social and economic welfare of the 
States themselves. Excessive registra- 
tion fees, privilege taxes and similar 
exactions, unreasonable requirements 
in the way of equipment, undue re- 
strictions tend to discourage the use 
of the motor vehicle within a State. 
Failure to grant reciprocal privileges 
shuts out the motor vehicles from 
other States. Wide divergencies in 


traffic regulations result in accidents, 
loss of property, injury to persons and 
even death. 





Uniform State Laws for Motor Vehicles 
(Continued from preceding page) 


There is a swiftly growing con- 
sciousness on the part of everyone 
everywhere throughout the country 
that the present variegated patch work 
of motor vehicle laws which cover so 
many pages of our State statute books 
must give way, and give way soon, to 
a uniform motor vehicle law. This 
law must be not only uniform in 
phraseology, but also be uniformly ap- 
plied in every State and every city, 
town, borough, village and township of 
every State. To this end a special 
committee composed of representatives 
from the American Association of 
State Highway Officials, National Au- 
tomobile Chamber of Commerce, Amer- 
ican Automobile Association and the 
Highway Industries Association has 
drafted a so-called Proposed Uniform 
Vehicle Law. 

This Proposed Uniform Vehicle Law, 


which reflects long and hard study on 
the part of persons particularly well 
qualified to cope with the problem, 
deals with virtually every phase of the 
situation involved in the use of motor 
vehicles within a State. It suggests a 
scheme of administration for a State’s 
Motor Vehicle Department; maps out 
a course to be followed in the registra- 
tion of vehicles; and lays down an ex- 
cellent set of regulations to govern the 
general and uniform operation of ve- 
hicles throughout the country. In 
treating those features of the State 
laws where, as has been noted, such 
great divergencies exist, and upon 
which the untrammeled expansion of 
the use of the motor vehicle in the 
State is so dependent, this proposed 
uniform vehicle law provides as fol- 
lows:

Motor Vehicle Conference Committee Measure for General 
Adoption By All States 


Notwithstanding the many efforts 
being made in various directions to 
curb automobile stealing, the evil per- 
sists. Mechanical anti-theft devices 
seem only to challenge thieves’ in- 
genuity. State laws which would be 
very effective if the state were sur- 
rounded by an impassable wall are vir- 
tually useless when the stolen vehicle 
crosses the boundary line. Federal 
legislat on is correct in theory, but 
constitutional limitations prevent its 
enactment. Finally the many excel- 
lent schemes that private individuals 
and companies are devising to check- 
mate the thief in his efforts to dispose 
of a stolen car lose most of their 
effectiveness from the shortcomings of 
both Federal and State laws. 


For real results there must be uni- 
formity throughout the United States 
in the mechanism for balking the thief, 
* and uniform use by all of the states of 
this mechanism. In other words, all of 
the states must adopt the same law 
and must co-operate in enforcing it. 


Realizing this, the Motor Vehicle 
Conference Committee has drafted a 
model anti-theft law and is urging its 
adoption by all of our states. The 
provisions of the measure cover: Iden- 
tification Mark on Vehicles; Transfer 
of Ownership in Vehicles; Theft of 
Vehicles; Garage and Repair Shop 
Records, and Dealers in Used Vehicles 
and parts. 


Provisions of Model Law 

With reference to “Identification 
Mark on Vehicles” the model law pro- 
vides that “No vehicle shall be sold or 
registered unless it shall have cut, im- 
pressed or embossed on some portion 


thereof a manufacturer’s serial or other 
identification number or mark.” Ex- 
cept in certain cases the removal or 
alteration of such identification num- 
ber or mark is forbidden and the pos- 
session of a vehicle with any of its 
identification numbers or marks re- 
moved or altered is made unlawful. 


Transfer Regulation 

In the matter of the “Transfer of 
Ownership in Vehicles” it is the duty 
of the original owner “to notify the 
Motor Vehicle Commissioner immedi- 
ately of the name and address of the 
new owner and return his registration 
card to the said Motor Vehicle Commis- 
sioner.” Furthermore, the transferor 
must give to the transferee an affidavit 
in duplicate wherein a full description 
of the vehicle and particulars regard- 
ing its acquirements are set forth. It 
is made incumbent upon the transferee 
to obtain this affidavit in duplicate 
from the transferor and the trans- 
feree in turn must make an affidavit 


in duplicate setting forth his name 
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and address and a description of the 
vehicle which he purchases, etc. With- 
in ten days after acquiring the vehicle 
the transferee must file one copy of 
each of these affidavits with the Motor 
Vehicle Commissioner, who shall cause 
them to be properly recorded. The 
other copy of the transferee’s affidavit 
must be filed with the Chief of Police 
of the municipality wherein the vehicle 
was acquired, 


“‘Borrowing’’ No Excuse 

In dealing with the topic “Theft of 
Motor Vehicles,” the model law makes 
it a felony to deprive an owner either 
temporarily or permanently of his 
vehicle, and in the event of a convic- 
tion imposes a fine of not exceeding 
$5,000 and imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding ten years. It also provides 


that if the Motor Vehicle Commissioner 
of any State shall receive a report of 
the theft of a vehicle he shall make a 
proper record thereof and immediately 
send a complete description of the ve- 
hicle and the name and address of the 
person reporting the theft to all the 
Motor Vehicle Commissioners of the 
United States, who shall also make a 
record thereof. No vehicle reported 
stol_n shall be registered by any Motor 
Vehicle Commissioner until a proper 
investigation shall have been made. 
When a vehicle is recovered, notice is 
to be sent to the Motor Vehicle Com- 
missioner of every state, who shall 
thereupon cancel such stolen vehicle 
record. 


Requires Garage Records 


Under “Garage and Repair Shop 
Records” it is provided that the pro- 
prietor of every service station, public 
garage or repair shop shall keep rec- 
ords of the names of all persons who 
bring vehicles into his place of busi- 
ness together with the make, manufac- 
turer’s number, name of the state of 
registration and the registration num- 
ber of such vehicles. These records 
are to be open to inspection by police 
officers or other proper authorities.

Furthermore, if such a proprietor dis- 
covers that any identification number 
or mark on a vehicle has been re- 
moved or altered, he must immediately 
notify the local police officers thereof. 


To License Used Car Dealers 


“Dealers in Used Vehicles and Parts” 
are obliged to obtain an annual license 
from the Motor Vehicle Commissioner 
to conduct their businesses. They are 
also obliged to keep complete records 
of their sales, purchases or exchanges 
of vehicles or parts thereof together 
with the names and addresses of the 
purchasers or sellers. These records 
must be adequate descriptions of said 
vehicles and parts and contain nota- 
tions of identifying numbers or marks, 
etc. 

Other provisions regulate the instal- 
lation of another engine in a used ve- 
hicle; prescribe the procedure that 
must be followed in dismantling a ve- 
hicle, ete. The broad outlines set forth 
are sufficient to give: the purposes of 
the measure and, in a general way, its 
machinery of accomplishment. 

In 1921 some forty or more states 
will hold regular sessions of their 
legislatures, and it is the hope of the 
Motor Vehicle Conference Committee 
that at that time this suggested Uni- 
form Anti-Theft Law will meet with 
Mean- 
time, pamphlets containing the law 
have been printed and can be obtained 
upon request. See p. 84 for Commit- 
tee’s organization.
